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All aboard the

AGAWAM — Thanks to the fundraising efforts of the 
Friends of the Agawam Senior Center, elder residents in 
need of a ride now have a new mode of transportation: a 
12-passenger Ford bus. It will replace the aging bus the 
senior center had been using, which was estimated to be 
roughly 12 years old. 

Friends President Emile J. Coté said it took just sev- 
en weeks to raise the funds for the new vehicle. He and 
friends members Dorothy Waterman, Jeanita Pinette, Lo- 
retta Kashmanian and Lillian St. Germain started a letter- 
writing campaign in the fall and sent between 7,000 and 
8,000 letters to area businesses and residents seeking do- 

i nations. A copy of the 
letter was also pub- 
lished as a Letter to 
the Editor in Agawam 
Advertiser News. 

According to Coté, 
donations came in 
from as far away as 
California and, closer 
to home, New Hamp- 


shire.

The Friends also 
received a substantial 
sum — in the amount 
of $25,000 — from Easthampton Savings Bank. 

The total cost of the bus (after the trade-in cost of the 
old one) was $53,000, Coté said, adding once the Friends 
had the money in place, the new bus was built to specifi- 
cations. It includes a quiet handicap lift, air conditioning 
and on-board backup camera.

CPC sets fiscal 2013 reserves

he Agawam Community Pres- 
ervation Committee (CPC) met 
May 30 to set reserves for the next 
fiscal year, said Jennifer Bonfiglio, 
administrator for the Agawam 
Community Preservation Act. 
According to Bonfiglio, the 


purpose of CPA is to provide a 
dedicated source of taxpayer fund- 
ing that can only be used for open 
space, community housing, his- 
toric resources and recreational 
land projects. The funds used for 
CPA projects are independent of 
the town budget, collected through 
a 1 percent surcharge on personal 
property taxes. The CPC — a nine- 
person group including a member 


of the conservation and histori- 
cal commissions, planning board, 
housing authority, park and rec- 
reation commission, and at-large 
members — holds regular meetings 
to review funding requests and 
pass recommendations on to the 
city council for dispersement. 

At its May 30 meeting, the CPC 
was charged with figuring out what 
the tax levy would be for fiscal 


year 2013 based on estimated rev- 
enue calculations. 
The estimated revenues from the 
1 percent surcharge is $440,371, 
said Bonfiglio. In addition, the 
town will receive a 22 percent state 
match in the amount of $96,881 
for a total of $537,253. 
Ten percent — or $53,725 — of 
that will be reserved for each of

When their lives hang in the balance 


Firefighters train to save their own

t’s the call that firefighters hope 

they will never have to hear: a 
plea for help from one of their own 
while responding to a fire. 

But when a mayday call comes 
through, a rapid intervention team 
(RIT) may need to converge to 
rescue a firefighter who is trapped 
or incapacitated inside a burning 
building. To prepare for this event, 
it is important for firefighters to 
participate in training exercises pe- 
riodically. 

RIT training — which Agawam 
call-volunteer firefighters took 
part in recently — includes tech- 


niques for trapped firefighters to 
stay alive, for RIT members to res- 
cue them, and to teach firefighters 
how to avoid danger while moving 
through a structure on fire. 
According to Agawam call-vol- 
unteer fire Lt. Mike Nicora, the 
training that the call department 
participated in was not a formal 
training session by the state or oth- 
er training group. Rather, it started 
a few years ago when a group of 
fire chiefs in Berkshire County got 
together to help standardize RIT. 
“This a group of, typically, four 
firefighters whose only duty at a 
fire is to be ready in case a firefight- 
er needs assistance,’ said Nicora.

Land-taking resolution 


remains on council table 

The City Council voted 
unanimously to keep a resolu- 
tion critical to Phase II of the 
Southwest Area Sewer Exten- 
sion Project tabled at its June 
7 meeting. 

The resolution was tabled 
at the council’s May 14 meet- 
ing and kept there at its May 
21 meeting; it was referred to 
the council’s administrative 
committee for review. It asks 
for the approval of land-taking 
necessary to construct pump- 
ing stations on Pine and Barry 
streets in Feeding Hills for 
Phase II of the sewer project. 

Originally, the council opt- 
ed to table the measure to de- 
termine a cost-basis for taking 
the properties by eminent do- 
main. Councilor and adminis- 
trative committee chair Robert 
Rossi said the council needed 
that information in order to 
proceed.

A city mourns 


he city of Springfield is in mourning 
after the death of Police Officer Kevin 
Ambrose on Monday. 

Officer Ambrose, a 36-year veteran of the 
Springfield Police Department, was killed in 
the line of duty while responding to a do- 
mestic dispute in the Sixteen Acres section 
of Springfield. He died of multiple gunshot 
wounds, Springfield police reported. 

The suspected shooter, Shawn Bryan, 
35, of Hempstead, N.Y., also wounded his 
estranged girlfriend, Charlene Mitchell, 29, 
who was transported to Baystate Medical 
Center where she was listed in critical con- 
dition. 

Officer Ambrose’s death brings to light 
the very real and inherent dangers of police 
work. An uneventful shift is counted as a 
good one for a police officer. But even un- 
eventful shifts can turn in a moment, chang- 
ing lives and sometimes taking lives. 

This stark reality came to the forefront 
of our minds in Agawam last month when 
a woman here was accidentally shot when 
a police officer’s weapon discharged during 
a domestic dispute call at Elizabeth Major 
Apartments on Maple Street. Luckily, that 
victim survived and none of the officers was 
injured. And let’s not forget the shooting 
incident in Chicopee just two months ago 
during which a Massachusetts State Police 
trooper was injured — one day after a New 
Hampshire police chief was killed in the line 
of duty. 

The rest of us consider ourselves lucky 
that, while there are problems with robber- 
ies and drug and alcohol use, violent crimes 
are mercifully low in Agawam. Shootings 
like the one that occurred in Springfield this 
week don’t really happen here. But this is 
the reality our officers face each day, each 
shift, each traffic stop, each time they an- 
swer a call. 

“Hero” is a word some say is applied 
much too liberally these days. But we agree 
with Hampden County District Attorney Mi- 
chael Mastroianni, who, in response to the 
death of Officer Ambrose had this to say: 
“He served as a hero; his career choice made 
him a hero.” 

The decision to enter the field of law en- 
forcement is a brave one. Many join the po-

lice ranks out of a sense of duty. Some join 
out of a sense of gratitude, of debt. Whether 
it’s duty, or gratitude, or for other reasons 
not clearly expressed, the decision to be- 
come a police officer is about serving others, 


helping others, protecting others. 

As we join our Springfield neighbors in 
mourning the death of Officer Ambrose, we 
should take this time to thank our Agawam 
officers, who are out in our community each

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Call firefighters train to save their own

“Now a group of firefighters from Lenox 
and Great Barrington are training with any- 
one who wants to participate on RIT. They 
started a Facebook page and train almost 
once a month during the winter months.” 

The training last month — held in Becket 
at a vacant nursing home — marks the second 
time Agawam call firefighters have engaged 
in the preparation exercises. The first time, 
the group traveled to Great Barrington, said 
Nicora. 

“We go over the tools and equipment RIT 
should have,” he explained. “Different tech- 
niques on everything from moving a downed 
firefighter to removing them though a win- 
dow and onto a ladder.” 

The latest exercise took place in what 
Nicora described as “a maze of rooms and 
hallways” that was dark because it had no 
power. A “missing” firefighter was hidden 
somewhere in the building and — using in- 
formation given to the team and other equip- 
ment such as thermal imaging cameras and 
Personal Alert Safety System (PASS) devic- 
es that can be activated if a firefighter does 
not move for a short time — the RIT had to 
find him, change his air pack and extricate 


him from the building. 

The group present for training was made 
up of both career and on-call firefighters and 
range in years of experience, said Nicora. 

“Its nice to be with a group of other fire- 
fighters who don’t care if you’re a career 
firefighter or a volunteer .... it’s all about 
training,” he said. 

At most working structure fires over the 
last few years, the call force has been des- 
ignated the RIT, said Nicora. They gather 
equipment such as stokes baskets, extra air 
packs and masks, rope bags and hand tools. 
The call-volunteer firefighters participate 
in monthly training exercises in addition to 
these special trainings, said Nicora. 

Over the next few months, the call fire- 
fighters will train in Southwick at two vacant 
houses there, he said. 

Agawam Fire Department is made up of 
both career and on-call firefighters. The full- 
time department consists of 44 firefighters 
and eight lieutenants, a fire inspector, deputy 
chief and fire chief, while the call department 
is made up of 14 volunteers who all have 
other full-time jobs. Call firefighters carry 
a radio and/or pager and responds when the 
town’s career force needs assistance.

Council passes capital 


improvement plan 

Councilors passed the mayor’s proposed 
capital improvement plan following a pub- 
lic hearing Monday. No residents spoke out 
either in favor of or against the plan, but 
several councilors did raise questions on the 
plan, a prioritized list of proposed large-tick- 
et expenditures over the next five fiscal years 
(from 2013 to 2017). 

According to Councilor Joseph Mineo, the 
council’s finance committee met on the mat- 
ter May 15 and came up with a list of ques- 
tions that were sent to the mayor. Councilors 
and finance subcommittee members Donald 
Rheault, Gina M. Letellier, Cecilia P. Ca- 
labrese, Mineo and Rossi were present. The 
finance subcommittee met again June 4 prior 
to the city council meeting, said Mineo. 

They voted 5-0 in favor of the plan, which 
Mineo called “acceptable,’ but said that 
they viewed the items contained therein as 
a “wish list. 

“The council will have to vote on items 
one at a time anyway,” he said. 

“The committee accepted the plan in con- 
cept,” said council Vice President Dennis J. 
Perry. The fact that an item is contained in 
the plan does not mean that it will take place. 
“In theory it looks good, but you never know 
what’s going to happen.” 

Letellier — who cast the dissenting vote on 
the proposal — said there were some things 
included in the plan that were not realistic. 

“It’s good to make the town talk about 
these kinds of plans, but I don’t think the 
town can plan that far into the future,” she 
said. 

Council President Christopher C. John- 
son, in stepping away from his position as 
chair, said he supports the plan, but that he 
has “one significant reservation.” 

He questioned whether the sewer rate 
could absorb the potential increases for sew- 
er enterprise projects as quickly as they are 
proposed in the capital improvement plan. If 
all the projects were to go through, he said, 
the sewer bills would increase and the inter- 
est rates could potentially quadruple. Tim- 
ing-wise, Johnson said there may be adjust-

ments that need to be made. 
The resolution passed by a vote of 10-1. 


Sewer abatements tabled, voted 

Two of the four applications for abate- 
ment of sewer betterment assessments were 
left on the council table Monday. Of the two 
that were voted on by the council, one was 
granted and the other denied. All four votes 
were unanimous. 

The request from Ralph DePalma for 
property located at the rear of 683 Westfield 
St., Feeding Hills, and another request by 
Giuseppe Tirone and DePalma for property 
located at 497 South Westfield St., Feeding 
Hills, were kept on the council table. 

However, the council took action on two 
requests by Thomas S. and Paul J. Napoli- 
tan for property located on South Westfield 
Street. 

One abatement application was denied by 
a unanimous vote of the council while the 
other was approved. 

According to Rossi, the properties in 
question are two side-by-side 100-foot lots 
that were merged into one lot. Today, zoning 
requires a minimum of 110 feet of frontage. 

The first abatement request was for prop- 
erty that was assessed as two parcels and 
paid as two parcels. The administrative sub- 
committee recommended that assessment 
stand and the council agreed. The second 
abatement request, however, was granted. 
According to Rossi, the applicant paid the 
assessment and that a reimbursement was in 
order. 

New resolution could change 
length of terms 

At its next meeting, the city council will 
review a resolution sponsored by the com- 
munity relations committee — made up of 
Calabrese, Perry, George Bitzas, James P. 
Cichetti, and Paul C. Cavallo — which re- 
quests the council petition too change the 
term of office for the mayor, city council and 
school committee from two to four years. 

According to the resolution, state law pro- 
vides for cities and towns to make changes in 
the organizational structure of local govern- 
ment by petitioning for enactment of special 
legislation, which would be subject to voter 
approval at election. 

If the voters opt to change the terms, it 
could begin with the 2013 regular town elec- 
tion.

three categories: affordable housing, open 
space and historic preservation. Five per- 
cent, or $26,862 will be reserved for admin- 
istrative expenses and the remaining 65 per- 
cent (or $349,214) will go towards budgeted 
reserves. 

The CPC also announced at that meeting 
that the Senate joined the House of Repre- 
sentatives in passing CPA legislation includ- 
ing an increase in the funding for the state- 
wide CPA trust fund. However, there are 
differences between the House and Senate 
versions of the budget, said Bonfiglio. 

The Senate’s CPA amendment provides 
a one-time appropriation of $5 million in 
funding for the statewide CPA trust fund in 
July 2012, while the House version grants a 
$25 million recurring sum from the annual 
state budget surplus beginning in the fall of 
2013. All other provisions of the CPA leg- 
islation are the same in both the Senate and 
House versions, including the changes to the 
recreation rules for CPA projects. 

The “Act to Sustain Community Preser- 
vation,” — which was co-sponsored by state 
Sen. Michael Knapik, R-Westfield and Sen. 
James Welch, D-West Springfield, among 
other local senators — clarifies the allowable 
uses of CPA funds so that communities can 
rehabilitate existing outdoor parks and other 
recreational resources. 

Currently, the town can only build rec- 
reational resources using CPA money, said 
Bonfiglio. If the legislation gains the support 
of the governor — which she said looks likely 
at this point — the town would be able to “fix 
what we already have. 

“The big piece we are all excited about is 
the recreation piece,” said Bonfiglio, adding 
if the legislation ultimately passes, it will 
affect the town’s community preservation 
plan, which is updated on an annual basis.

the Senate and the House.” 

This month, a six-member conference 
committee will work to resolve the differ- 
ences in the CPA funding between the Sen- 
ate and House budgets. 


Public meeting announced 

Moving forward, the CPC will hold a pub- 
lic meeting on Wednesday, June 27 at 7 p.m. 
at Agawam Public Library to discuss plans 
for School Street Park. Representatives from 
Berkshire Design Group, the Northampton- 
based firm responsible for the design of the 
park, will be present to solicit ideas from 
residents about amenities they would like to 
see included. 

Agawam Parks and Recreation Director 
Chris Sparks will be in attendance to discuss 
the Massachusetts Parkland Acquisitions 
and Renovations for Communities (PARC) 
grant for which he is planning to apply. 

The PARC Program (formerly the Ur- 
ban Self-Help Program) was established in 
1977 to assist cities and towns in acquir- 
ing and developing land for park and out- 
door recreation purposes. Any town with a 
population of 35,000 or more year-round 
residents, or any city regardless of size, that 
has an authorized park /recreation commis- 
sion is eligible to participate in the program. 
Sparks applied for and was awarded the 
$500,000 grant in 2006, but did not receive 
the grant upon applying last year when only 
17 out of 51 communities — or roughly one in 
three — of those who applied were successful. 
This year, the Executive Office of En- 
ergy and Environmental Affairs has re- 
duced the award amount from $500,000 
to $400,000, which Sparks said should 
help award more communities funding. 
Sparks invites anyone interested in the 
final phase of construction at School 
Street Park to attend the meeting June 27. 
The deadline to apply for the grant is in July, 
Sparks said.

Red Cross offers fire safety tips 


The American Red Cross strongly urges people to take the 
appropriate steps to keep themselves and their families safe 
from fire. They respond to an average of 170 home fires a 
day or one fire every eight minutes. People can take the fol- 
lowing safety steps to prevent a fire in their home: 

e Keep items that can catch on fire at least three feet away 
from anything that gets hot, such as space heaters. 

e Never smoke in bed. 

e Talk to children regularly about the dangers of fire, 
matches and lighters and keep them out of reach. 

Many fires begin on or around the kitchen stove. People 
should remain in the kitchen when frying, grilling or broiling 
food. If you leave the kitchen for even a short period of time, 
turn off the stove. Other cooking safety steps include: 

e Stay in the home while simmering, baking, roasting or 
boiling food. Check it regularly and use a timer to remind 
you that food is cooking. 

e Keep anything that can catch fire like pot holders, towels, 
plastic and clothing away from the stove. 

e Keep pets off cooking surfaces and countertops to pre- 
vent them from knocking things onto the burner. 

e Install carbon monoxide and smoke alarms on every 
level of the home and outside sleeping areas. 


e If the carbon monoxide alarm sounds, move quickly to a 
fresh air location outdoors or by an open window or door. 

e Never use a generator, grill, camp stove or other gaso- 
line, propane, natural gas or charcoal-burning devices inside 
a home, garage, basement, crawlspace or any partially en- 
closed area. 

e Check monthly that smoke alarms are working properly 
by pushing the test button. 

e Replace batteries in smoke alarms at least once a year. 

e Replace smoke alarms every ten years. 

Making sure all members of the household know what to 
do during a fire is one of the most important steps people can 
take to stay safe. Everyone should know two ways to escape 
from every room of the home, and set up a meeting place 
outside in case of fire. Practice escaping from the home at 
least twice a year and at different times of the day. Teach 
household members to stop, drop and roll if their clothing 
should catch on fire.
